unfit for the purpose for which they 
were designéd. He said the lowest 
tenders, that of Campbell, Laird and 
Company amounted to $11,280,000, 
The tender of Swan, Hunter and Co.,, 
amounted to $13,174,000, another ten- 
der was as high as $13,056,814 and 
these figures did not include armour 
plating, armament and certain special 
upplies. 
’ Mr. Hagen went on to say that un- 
der the circumstances, he would not 
recommend to his colleagues the ac- 
ceptance of any of these tenders, He
